With im- 
proved patterns the experts say the pro- 
perty will yet be worked at a good profit, 
Mr, Waters was seen aud stated that the 
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mine will be started up again about the 1st 
of June. Owing to heavy snows the new 
niachinery cannot be taken to the spot 
before the Ist of May. ‘With present 
facilities, under favourable conditions,” said 
Mr. Waters, ‘the mine is capable of pro- 
ducing sixty tons of ore a day, yielding an 
average of $10 in gold on the plate and 
three per cent concentrates, worth $50 per 
ton.

ARTIFICIAL SINS. 
13th Mar. 

‘Tnx writer of a paper appearing in a 
recent number of the Spectator has 
discovered a happy phrase for the title 
of a very able aud interesting discourse 
on those slight deviations from the 
beaten track of established social laws 
and conventions, so often condemned 
by the strictest moralists as deserving 
the severest censure; but which in 
future no one need feel any hesitation 
about committing, now that we have 
the comfortable assurance that they are 
only “artificial sins.” Children whose 
lives have hitherto been made a burden 
to them by reason of that terrible insti- 
tution, an English Sunday, cau now 
hunt out their playthings and picture 
books and turn the dreaded twenty- 
four hours into a red letter day whose 
advent is to be anticipated with delight 
instead of abhorrence, for, whilst assur- 
ing their parents that they thoroughly 
uphold the geveral principle of setting 
the Sabbath apart, they can yet urge in 
their own case the individual need for 
making an exception. Rabid teetotal- 
lers and other would-be social reformers 
must necessarily retire into the back- 
ground wit their shrieking objections 
to every pleasant vice, however harm- 
lessly indulged, when we prove to them 
that by their very severity, they are 
doing the cause they support infinitely 
more harm than good, and show them 
that our temperance is much morepraise- 
worthy than their abstinence, which in- 
stead of appealing forcibly to the public, 
has the contrary effect of rousing in 
individual minds an impatient, irritated 
longing to throw all gocial conventions 
at defiance, and return to a Rousseau 
“State of Nature.” There is no doubt 
an enormous amount of truth in the 
article referred to. Wherever civilisa- 
tion ‘finds its way and establishes a 
footing,a code of minor rules is gradually 
drawn up for the direction of life and 
manners, in’ addition to those great 
moral principles ou which the happiness 
‘and welfare of the whole community 
rest, and which it is impossible for a 
man entirely to ignore without men- 
tally placing himself on a lower level 
than his companions, But these same 
laws, although very ‘uocesary a8 props 
for weak natures requiring moral back- 
bones, are not to be looked upon as 
divine obligations, the trausgressing of 
which would be a mortal sin ; and the 
superstition which exalts into a sacred 
command a prudently judicious counsel 
having no claim to such a lofty place, 
is as mistaken as it is mischievous. 

An occasional outbreak of social 
delirium, or fierce epidemic of excite- 
ment like ‘the. “ Missing Word ” com- 
petition of which. we have heard so 
much lately, shows how very necessary 
it'is to have certain. rules of restraint 
that may act-as a safeguard or pre- 
yeutive against. the definite dangers of 











Society. George Henry Lewes in his } 
“ History of Philosophy” tells us that 
it is much easier to regulate desires 
than’ to subjugate them ;” the former 
rocess “ requiring much greater power 
of mind, greater will, greater constancy.” 
And for those whose natures have not 
sufficient force to resist even lesser 
temptations, the establishment of hard 
and fast rules of life and conduct 
is most necessary and salutary,, so 
long as the observance of those rules 
does not degenerate into a false inter- 
pretation of their real strictness, and a 
morbid tendency to regard as back- 
sliders those whose greater moral 
strength enables them to discriminate 
accurately when a proper. occasion 
arrives for an exceptional line of con- 
duct. ‘There is an old saying familiar 
to all who dwell in this remote quarter 
of the globe, that “people who come to 
the East leave their consciences in the 
Suez Canal to be picked up on the way 
home,” and there can be no question 
that so far as strict conventionality is 
concerned, we are doubtless more lax 
than our friends and relatives at home, 
Hitherto, the prospect of having to 
burden ourselves on our return with 
that heavy load of tiresome virtues we 
parted with so readily on the voyage 
out, has had a most depressing effect 
on most of us as the time for going 
back to our native land drew near ; but 
in future we shall be troubled with no 
such qualms. If the article in the 
‘Spectator may be regarded as an index 
of public opinion in England, there will 
be no further necessity for us to 
martyrise ourselves by assuming a 
mantle of righteousness we have tem- 
porarily laid aside, and hereafter we 
shall be saved the discomfiture of cloth- | 
ing ourselves in a garment that would 
doubtless prove a very bad fit after 
being so long discarded. In fact, there 
is every reason to believe that our 
consciences will not be so hard- 
worked then as they are now, for 
there has evidently been a radical 
change in home opinions, aud we 
shall” probably find that, putting 
aside those graver matters of the law, 
our standard of which compares very 
favourably with the western one (there 
having been no considerable amount of 
murders, burglaries, forgeries and scau- 
dals worth recording lately in the Model 
Settlement), our listof minor peccadilloes 
is no larger nor more comprehensive 
than the one we shall then be asked to 
observe. Although teetotalism is a 
subject we need out discuss in these 
columns as it is little en évidence out 
here, we are glad to see that its breach 
within discreet limits is relegated to its 
proper place in the category of sham 
misdemeanours ; and it is comfortin; 

to be told that we shall not be call 

upon to renounce the “ moderate excite- 
ments of such games as whist played 
for shilling or sixpenny points ”—a 
concession that holds out the possibi~ 
lity that in a few years time some one 
will discover that even baccarat itself 





is an orthodox pastime, 


But there is one class of beings to 
whom this new classification will bring 
anything but satisfaction; the in- 
dividuals who have ‘one particular pet 
delinquency with which they are fond 
of identifying all their neighbours, and 
who will be deprived of the greater 
part of this daily pleasure and amusé- 
ment when they find that what they 
have hitherto dignified by the name of 
a vice must henceforth figure as a 
harmless counterfeit, ‘lo them we can 
only offer our condolence, begging them 
to remember that even ethics are not 
entirely non-progressive. 





NATIVE JOCKEYS AT TIENTSIN. 

14th Mar, 
We publish elsewbere an account of 
the annual meeting of the ‘Tientsin 
Race Club, and, in the general interest 
of sport in the East, beg to draw our 
readers’ attention to a somewhat start- 
ling and possibly far-reaching inuova~ 
tion on the part of that active and 
energetic body. Racing circles in the 
northern port have for some time past 
been convulsed to their core by the 
question of native riders ; and the Club 
now stands committed to an experi- 
ment which may possible prove sub- 
versive to the sport of kings in Tien- 
tsin, By the casting vote of the Chair- 
man of the annual méetivg, a resolution 
was carried to provide “one race per 
day in which Chinese riders approved. 
by the Stewards shall ride.” ‘his re- 
solution originated in an amendment 
to a more sweeping proposal to provide 
two such races each day; and was 
apparently adopted as a compromise 
between the latter and ‘an absolute 
veto on the native riders. 

‘We have before us but a bare synop- 
sis of the debate by which so novel 
a departure was taken; we, however, 
know that the meeting was cyclonic in 
its temper, that the new policy was 
keenly contested, that the divisions 
were close, and that only the firm ruling 
of the Chair confined the contest to a 
merely dialectic display. Iu passing, we 
may express our surprise that so astute 
and intelligent a body does not adopt 
more safeguards for the protection of its 
corporate existence : no notice whatever 
need be given of any modification of the 
existing rules and practice of the club ; 
it is apparently thought unnecessary : 
an agenda paper seems an unknown 
quautity to the Club: any one may 
rise in an excited meeting, throw a live 
shell into it in the shape of a destruc- 
tive resolution and claim to have it 
debated and decided there and then. 
We need hardly point out that such an 
assembly cannot possibly do justice to 
a question which demands the nicest 
equipoise of judgment and the most 
searching and exact analysis of the 
motives for and the probable results of 
the proposed changes. 

‘A scarcity of jockeys has unhappily 
obtained in Northern sport for some 
years past ; the available riders are less 
jn number than the stables; aud the 
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number of really good riders is not 
more than one-third of the latter: 
hence success at the post depends less 
on the quality of the ponies and the 
excellénce of the training than on the 
mere luck of securing one of the elect 
jocks. ‘Tientsiv, as the whole littoral 
‘knows to its cost, contains some of the 
finest horsemen in China: equestrian 
virtue is still extant there, but it tends to 
grow old and fat; years, even when ‘told’ 
by other clocks than ‘that of Shrews- 
bury, roll on ; and the risks of the pig- 
skin do not commend themselves to the 
calm prudence of mater familias: thus 
the old hands fall out of the game. A 
determined effort was made to re-enlist 
them by raising the weight 3b. but the 
lead carriers objected and divided the 
meeting by 18 to 18, The present 
scale. of weights in the North is the 
same as our own, and was adopted to 
secure this uniformity. It is not for us 
to show an acrimonious spirit if the 
outports display the sincerity of their 
flattery by closely imitating the Model 
Settlement. We know thut as a rule 
the last word is said on any social, 
municipal or sporting matter when the 
Shanghai procedure is quoted. ‘The 
late Mr. Bagehot maintained that a 
visit to the House of Lords at work 
would cure any over-admiration of that 
august assembly ; we have a suspicion 
that a residence in Shanghai would lead 
some to doubt that wisdom is always 
cousummated on the banks of the 
Huangpu. 

Uniformity of weights may be pur- 
chased at too high a price, and if it tends 
to exclude gentleman riders to such an 
extent as to make the admission of 
natives a necessity, we have no hesita~ 
tion in_ giving it an unqualified con- 
demnation. Comparisons of the merits of 
ponies from the variations of times with 
uniform weights are, as everyone knows, 
misleading. Climate, soil, wind, tempera- 
ture, state of the weather, to say nothing 
of the methods of training and the 
idiosyncrasies of jockeys, are separately 
and in combination factors which render 
any such comparisons valueless. Sport in 
China must exist on a utilitarian basis 
—and we have little hesitation in com- 
mending that scale of weights as the best, 
which will secure the greatest amount 
of sport to the greatest number of those 
who take an active nart in it. We 
therefore hope that before another year 
the Northern men will recruit the ne- 
cessary number of light weights, or, 
failing this, will boldly face the diffi- 
culty and put the weights up. 

We cannot but think the mounting 
of mafoos a heroic and desperate remedy. 
‘The entrance of the professional ele- 
ment in almost every phase of sport is 
the spore of the leprosy which soon 
defies aud ultimately destroys it. ‘The 
codes of honourof professionals and ama- 
teurs differ greatly, but when to this the 
differences of race, training and environ- 
ment are added, we have an apparently 
irrefutable reason against committing 
large monetary issues to such a class 
as the Chinese mafoo. A stake which 


is a matter of indifference to a gentle- 
man amateur, and a bribe which would 
evoke a horse-whipping on the part of 
a foreign professional, may be an entire 
fortune toa Chinese mafoo—who is 
ouly too frequently a gambler and in 
desperate need of money. 


‘Among professional riders at home! 


in recent years there have been many 
aberrations from straight riding, and 
we doubt if Chinese mafoos have 
anything like so strict a code of 
morals aseven their Western confrdres. 
On the other hand it is a fact that for 
years our Peiho neighbours have mount- 
ed Chiuese riders for the ‘T'aotai’s Cup, 
and also a fact that there have been few 
complaints and capital sport. ‘The as- 
sertion that more stables will enter and 
that Peking men will compete if they 
can mount good native nders, seems 
at least worth putting to the test of 
experience. 

Our attitude to this question is one, 
we confess, of suspicious vigilance and 
mistrust; we tolerate mafoos in a very 
limited member of races as long and 
just as long as there is an inadequate 
supply of gentlemen riders—on no 
other grounds would we have them at 
all. Should the famine of European 
riders become constant, we should still 
limit the number of the races for native 
riders, and in all cases reduce the mone- 
tary value of the stakes and prizes far 
below those of gentlemen-amateur 
races. Mafoos should be registered and a 
strict and unceasing discipline exercised 
over them by the stewards ; and breaches 
of racing rules should ensure prompt loss 
of licence and exclusion from the Course. 

Wee feel assured that on the whole 
the attitude of the ‘Lientsin Race Club 
is that of all, who like ourselves, have 
the truest interest of sport at heart. A 
subsequent resolution to give no prizes 
from the funds of the Race Club to 
such races was carried unanimously. 
We assume the scale of weights for 
mafoos will be considerably less than 
for Europeans; if so, the uniformity 
argument falls to the ground. 
should not be surprised if this incon- 
sistency in its decisions had escaped 
the notice of the Club ; a super-excited 
meeting is seldom logical or consistent. 

‘We shall watch the experiment with 
considerable interest and with some 
bias to that side on which greater 


safety and a higher standard of honour | 
lie. ‘The much greater population of | 


Shanghai almost precludes the possibi- 
lity of a scarcity of amateur riders 
here ; but fads and faddists abound in 
these days, and the ‘I'ientsin precedent 
may yet be quoted for our imitation 


by some one “ who hath forsaken reason, |

Rerurnine to the Customs Gazette for 
the last quarter of 1892, we come now 
to the pleasanter task of considering 
the ports in China that did better in 
1892 than in the previous year. ‘The 
first of them geographically is ‘lientsiv, 
where the improvement amounted to 
something over 12 per cent. ‘I'he im- 
provement was under only two heads, 
export duty and tonnage dues, the 
former of which rose from 'I'ls. 103,873 
to ‘Tis. 135,281, and the latter from 
‘Ns, 1,938 to ‘ls. 5,582. ‘There was a 
decline under every other head. ‘Chere 
was a slight decline in the import of 
opium ; cotton goods, too, showed a 
slight falling-off on the whole, though 
grey shirtings came in in a much larger 
antity, while Indian yarn rose from 
Is. 33,834 to Pls, 37,292. Woollens 
on the whole were fully up to 1891 ; 
and metals were fairly maintained. 
While aniline dyes, matches, needles, 
and window glass tell off, kerosene oil 
showed a large advance, the figures for 
the two years being :—

‘The import of cotton goods showed a

sundries. Exports were fairly well 
maintained, and included 807 piculs of 
native opium. 'I'here was uo transit pass 
business, and the only movement of trea- 
sure recorded was an export of sycee 
to the value of ‘I's. 180,000 to Ichang. 
‘The gain in revenue at the latter 
port, ‘I'ls. 15,400 in all, was under every 
head, but ‘I'ls. 14,300 of it was under 
opium duty. Imports of cottons, wool- 
lens, metals, and foreign sundries all 
showed a considerable advance, Iudian 
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yarn rising from Pls. 16,869 to Pls. 
82.355. It must remembered that the 
greater part of these imports are re- 
exported and appear again as imports 
at Chungking. Exports were a little 
larger than in 1891, but the greater 
part of the exports that went from 
Ichang before Chungking was opened 
now go from the latter port. Of trau- 
sit passes 240 were issued against 236 
in 1891. The treasure table shows a 
net export of gold to the value of 'Tls. 
11,740 and silver to the value of ‘I'ls. 
186,302. 

Of the gain at Hankow, some Ts. 
99,000, about one-third was under 
coast trade deposits, and of the remain- 
ing two-thirds nearly the whole was 
under export duty, which rose from 
Ns, 248,645 in 1891 to I's. 315,497 
in 1892. ‘I'he imports of cottons, wool- 
Jens, metals, and foreign sundries were 
on the whole larger in 1892, Indian 
yarn rising from Pls. 32,038 to Pls. 
45,461, Native sundries were larger, 
with the exception of raw cotton which 
showed a considerable decline, Exports 
varied a good deal, but there was a 
large increase in beans, nutgalls, sesa- 
mum seed, vegetable tallow, and tobacco 
leaf, and a decline in silk and silk 
refuse, and black tea. Of transit passes 
15,013 were issued against 14,492 
in 1892. 'The treasure table shows a net 
import of gold to the value of ‘'ls, 8,150 
and silver to the value of ‘I'ls. 387,944. 

‘The improvement at  Kiukiang 
amounted to something over ls. 20,000, 
and was chiefly under the heading of 
export duty. Imports of cotton and 
woollen goods showed a decline on 
the whole, though Indian yarn im- 
woved from Pls. 6,723 to Pls. 12,795. 
Metals and foreign sundries were 
well maintained, Keroseue oil rising 
from 10,269 cases in 1891 to 
81,990 cases in 1892. Native sundries 
declined, In exports there was a con- 
siderable improvement in chinaware, 
hemp, paper, and tea, Of transit passes 
2,060 were issued against 1,345 in 
1891. ‘Ihe treasure table shows a net 
import of silver to the value of T's, 
7,585. No deductions of any value, 
however, can be drawn from these trea- 
sure tables, as it is obvious that only a 
small portion of the treasure imported 
or exported goes through the foreign 
customs ; so that the tables are not 
even a guide to the consideration of 
the way in which the balance of trade 
is adjusted at any particular port.

‘TELEGRAPHIC RATES FROM THE 
OUTPORTS. 
17th Mar, 

Ir almost seems that, as has happened 
before, the Chinese have again justified 
their reputation for astuteness in diplo- 
macy, and got the best end of the 
new ‘lelegraph Convention. It was, of 
course, promoted and strongly supported. 
by the two cable companies, the Eastern 
Extension Compavy, aud’ the Great 
Northern Company, who saw their tariff 
confirmed by it for ten years at two 
dollars. a word. But. it begins to look 
now, owing to the rapacity of the com- 
panies in adding a surtax of fifteen per 
cent. as soon as they knew the Conven- 
tion was safe, as if it were the two osten- 
sible parties to the Convention, the Chi- 
nese and Russian governments, who are 
going to get all the benefit from it. ‘The 
Chinese Administration has already 
connected its lines with the Russian 
lines, and the public is discovering that 
the route vié Helampo is as quick aud 
efficient as the cable routes without 
the surtax of fifteen per cent, and wo 
are assured that the Chinese Adminis- 
tration is determined to maintain this 
speed and efficiency. 

Meanwhile, the cable companies, while 
allowing the Chinese Administration to 
undersell them in Skanghai, appear to 
be retaliating by cutting under the 
Chinese at the latter's stations, We 
mentioned yesterday morning that while 
the companies charge $2.30 a word 
from Shanghai to Europe, they charge 
ouly $2 a word from Ningpo and other 
ports at which they have not stations 
of their own. The letter to which we 
referred yesterday is a printed one 
addressed to a firm at Ningpo, is signed 
by the “Manager in China and Japan ” 
of the cable companies, and runs as 
follows :— 

Shanghai Station, 
March 2ud, 1893. 


Dear Sirs—I beg to inform you 
that the total rate for telegrams from 
your port to Europe ei@ Shanghai and 
the Joint Companies’ Cables has been 
fixed at ‘Iwo Dollars a word, the same 
as vid the Russo-Chinese landlines. 
From this total the Companies pay 
the local rate by Chinese landline to 
Shanghai. 

Your telegrams, intended to go by 
the Cables, should be marked “vid 
Cables” in the preamble, which is not 
chargeable, and should be accepted at 
the Chinese Telegraph Office at your 

ort at the rate named, viz: ‘Two 

ollars a word. 

Now it will be observed that the 
cable companies pay the Chinese ad- 
ministration 22 cents a word. for mes- 
sages from Ningpo to Shanghai, that is, 
while they charge their best customers, 
in Shanghai, $2.30 a word, they offer 
to take messages from Ningpo at what 
gives them only $1.78 a word. It might 
be inferred from the terms of the above 
letter that the Chinese stations are 
bound to accept telegrams for transmis- 
sion from Shanghai vi@ the cables at 
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$2 a word ; but this is not the case. 
‘The Chinese stations charges for mes- 
sages vid the cables $2 a word plus the 
local rate from the station to Shanghai, 
the rate from Ningpo, for instance, to 
Europe vid the cables being $2.22 ‘per 
word. Ouly vi¢ Helampo is the rate 
to Europe $2 a word from all Chinese 
stations. 

We are, of course, quite satisfied that 
our friends in the interior should be 
able to telegraph to Europe as cheaply | 
vid the cables as vi¢ Helampo; but it 
seems a little hard that we should have 
to pay a surtax to compensate the 
companies for this concession to com- 
petition; that the companies should 
assure us that the appreciation of gold 
obliges them to charge us $2.30 a word, 
while they are spontaneously accepting 
a much lower rate from interior points. 
Business is done on such small margins 
nowadays, that it is worth while to look 
after even so small a matter as fifteen 
per cent, ov the cost of telegrams.

The Session opened yesterday with de- 
bates in both Houses, which, though by no 
means wanting in the spirit of combat, fell 
very far short of fever heat.

Aa the 
title indicates, Mr. Williams institutes a 
comparison between Chinese guilds and 
similar orgenisations in Western lands six 
centuries ago; but the pointe of greatest 
value at present are those showing the 
paramount importance of the trade guilds 
and the inadequate apprehension of tlieit 
importance by foreiguers in China, Asan 
instance of how when once launched on & 
fairly defensible course, the, guilds, owing 
to their dogged persistency, are almost in- 
variably successful, a few particulars of the 
trouble between the foreign dealers and 
the Hankow tea guild, in 1883, arogiven. 
A controversy of another sort, however, 
which ocourred at Swatow in 188:

ble excuses to ask for such new right 
aset-off for theit own broken faith. Thi 
should be apparent to Chinese statesinei 
as blind even ns their great anti-forei 
high priest Chou Han himself, ‘They 
admit the foreigaer is still the stronger, and 
yet are foolish enough to pelt a rock ‘with 
eggs. The Ichang officials are, therefore, 
on the right tack in endeavouring to afford 
foreigners that protection their government 
has contracted to give them. Unhappily 
however, the permanence of the peace does 
not entirely rest on the goodwill of the m 































darins—not too secure a lot of title-deeds, 
if it did—but rests rather on the shifty 
foundations of the superstition of the 








people ; which the d ig literati know 
so well how to excite and manipulate, A 
drunkard three times reformed once in- 
ted that he had the advantage of and a 
priority over his neighbour, who could only 
claim to have undergone this benetical 
metamorphosis once; presumably basing 
his claim on numbers. Ichang has re- 
formed more than once in her action 
towards foreigners ; will she relapse again, 
or is she for ever turned from the error of 
her ways?

FATAL FIRE AT YOKOMAMA, 

‘Telegrams reached Kobe papers yeater- 
day announcing the total loss of the Club 
Hotel annexe, No. 41, Settlement, by fie, 
early yesterday morning, The manager, 
Mr. Peebles, a Canadian who has been in 
business in Yokohama during receut years 
but without achieving success, fell a’ prey 
to the flames. Tt is supposed ‘that he was 
overcome by the smoke, as it is reported 
that an inmate of the Hotel was careful to 
wake him up and warn him of the danger 
nediately the place was found to be on’ 
Nothing more was soen of him, until 
his charred remains were discovered in the 
early part of the afternoon, The fire 
appears to have broken out in one of the 
guests’ rooms—in a room occupied by an 
Awerican naval officer—and it will pro- 
bably be found thet it arose from burning 
coal falling from the grate on to the hearth 
rug. No particulars of theinquest arekuown, 
here yet. Wright's Hotel, 
joining building, was in ;

ed by water. ‘The losses aro anid to 
bo covered by insurance. The loss, I 
understand, will not affect the Club Hotel 
Co, La., the annexe having been regarded 
for some time past as a source of weakness 
rather than assistance to the main establish.

OPENING OF THE DULK OIL BUSINESS, 

The “Shell” line steamship Conch 
arrived here here the night before last 
nuder the command of Captain Arnold, 
erly and for several years master of 
atenmer Flintshire. She is a queer. 
looking craft, with three pole nists 
ands huge smokestack aft, Her cargo 
consists of 4,500 tons of refined potro- 
leum. I must reserve a description of 
the vesse}, the pioneer of her class in these 
waters, until my next. ‘The business was 
inaugurated here to-day by n luncheon on 
board and a banquet and entertainment to 
hundreds of Japanese on shore, Amongst 
others present were His Excellency the 
Governor of the Prefecture; Judge Mowat, 
Mr, Enslie and Mr. Wileman of H.B.M.’'s 
Consular Service, BM. P. de Lucy Fos- 
sarieu, French Consul, Mr. Ellerton, 
Lloyd's Surveyor, and Mr, Woolley of the 
P. & 0. 8. N.Co., and a largo number of 
Japanese and foreigners. Covers were 
laid for seventy in the "tween decks. Mr. 
Mitchell, head of the firm of Samuel & 
Co. at Yokohama, presided. Letters were 
from the American and Russixn- Con- 
suls expressing their regret at being unable 
to be present owing to ill-health and the 
cold; Mr. de Wenudrich, the Russixn 
Vice-Consul here, remarking that he viewed 
the introduction of Batoum oil in bulk with 
the keener pleasure because it gives a * lift” 
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toRussian trade. Mr. Evslie, H-M.’sConsul, 
made a short bitt decidedly felicitous speech, 
and besides other toasts, the health of 
Alderman Sanmel; the gentleman who first 
toneeived the idea of transporting oil in 
‘bulk and who has worked so strehuvualy to 
tarry the idea into practice, was drunk with 
entDusiasm, Mr, Abrahams, the Company's 
engineer, superintended affairs generally, 
and thauks to his interest in the business, 
T was given an opportunity of viewing

of one of the tanks, ‘There are four tanks 
in all, besides one “settling tank,” into 
which’ the oil first discharged is pumped. 
These tai 25 feet high by 57 
ft. in diameter, and are built of steel 
plates of varying thicknesses, the parts near 
the bottom being thicker than the parts 
above, Hach tauk has man-holes at the 
tides and on top—the top of course being 
covered in, with a roof of thin steel plates. 
Oit is drawn off from the surface, the 
pump connection resting on floats which 
descend as tho oil is drawn off. On the 
emptying of the tank, a wiud-sail is con- 
nested with the.man-hole door on top, and 
the wan-hole doors at the sides being open- 
ed, a current of air is circulated and all 
gasses are carried off; each tank has a 
Tightwing conductor and at the side of 
euch is @ gauge enabling one to see the 
quantity of oil in the tank, Ventilation is 
provided in the centre of the almost flat 
roof. By tho side of the four circular 
tanks are two brick warehouses with pipes 
in the side uearer the storage tanks, fitted 
with taps every few feet for the rapid 
filling vf casks, drums, and 5-gallon tins. 
‘The tanks have been erected by the Kawa- 
suki Dockyard and Engineering Works, 
under the superintendence of Lloyd 
Surveyor and Messrs, Samuel Samuel and 
Co.'s Hugi 
began discharging at noon to-day, wh 
Governor ‘Sofa, fa the. presence’ of i 
terested parties, turned on the valy 
Along the deck’of the steamer (which li 
end on to the wharf) are large pipes— 
pothaps six or eight inches diameter, and 
these are connected with corresponding 
ipes on the wharf aud on shore lead 
ing to the tanks, by flexible piping.

entire cargo could, it is said, be traneferred 
to the tauks in 17 or 19 hours.

Brothers, and in a few minutes after word 
was sent to the Customs, the Fire Evgiues 
and Brigade under charge of Mr. More- 
land, headed by our active young Com- 
missioner (Mr. G. Ff. Montgomery) were 
seen coming along the Bund at full speed, 
Our greatest difficulty in the winter is the 
want of water, and on this particular 
occasion the thermometer happened to be 
below zero, and although the premises are 
close to the river the question was whether 
the necessary liquid could be made to 
circulate, through 100 yards of hose. Hot 
water was first applied, and very soon a 
strong stream wae nade to lay on what, 
happily, was only a smouldering stato of 
things, but which, but for prompt action of 
the Customs, might soon have broken into 
fa very considerable blaze ; and as there was 
strong N.E, wind blowing it is impos- 
sible to say how much damage would have 
been done. Itis only fair to suy that in such 
emergencies the conimunity would be poorly 
off if it were not for the Customs, Just 
now the drilled men, sume forty of them, 
known as the ‘Customs Guard,” seem to 
have been put into the mostperfect condition, 
undoubtedly due to theircommanding officer, 
Mr. Moreland, who has been w non-¢ uni 
nied officer of the highest rank inthe British 
Army, It was noted that all the approwches 
to the premises where the fire vccurred, 
were guarded by sentries, the compound 

ing similar protection—a very wise pre- 
caution as the rowdy element would soon 
make, short work of any property. I xn 
happy toadd that the fire was etfectually 
put out in an hour and that the damages 
are comparatively trifling. 

The weather is fine and bright but 
Falr. keeps registering afew degrees below 
zero. The natives are preparing for their New 
Year which commences on Friday, so that 
we must look forward to the usual chin- 
chinning on the part of friends, and for 
a few days give up the iden of the exe aud 
attention usually expected from servante— 
As for business, that is the last thing to 
be thought of, and those who have not 
provided themselves beforehand will have 
to forage the best way they can—an empty 
Inrder now only means a good holiday for the 
cook, and starvation comparatively spenking 
for the master.

‘The firat of the China New Year was on 
our 17th February, but the holiday making 
really began on’ the previous afternoon. 
During the night natives only went to sleep 
by accident, notwithstanding the gonging 
that continued for hours. Even now, on 
the dth day there is no rest for their wen 
stomachs, and we are told that a real pro 
change from the present disorganised state 
of affairs must not be contemplated till 
1éth day of the Ist month, by which time 
the servants will have spent all their wages, 
& mouth’s advance and possibly « cumsliaw 
nd will be ready to cheek you, be- 
cause they have to work without the pros 
pect of a week's pay. They have eat 
the calf before its birth, aud it has not 
agreed with their ideas of comfort, Please 
understand from all this that there is not 
anything particularly interesting to write 
about just now. We have not any further 
new from Kuenchengize, but we leary by 
telegram from Helampo that Lieut. Schiern, 
who has charge of the Chinese lines of 
telegraphy, had arrived at the Auour on 
15th February after a niveteen days’ sleigh 
journey from Kirin, during which Fabr. 
Teyistered a ininimum of 41° below zero= 
73 degrees of frost. Just compare this with 
your record of 8 degrees=24 degrees of 
Frost, in consequence of which many poor 

eople in Shanghai were frozen to death.

Please note that overland couriers for 
this leave Tientsin till 8th March, and that 
mist probably there will be an extra courier 
later than Sti. March. As stenmers leave 
for Tientsin ftom Shanghai two or three 
weeks before they are on the berth for 
Newchwang, we shall be able to have 
communication with you by direct steamer 
to and from Tientsin, and courier between 
this and Tientsin for a good spell before 
wo are favoured by stexmer direct to this, 
If this suggestion be not acted upon, we 
shall have to deplore even a larger interval 
for news than the twenty-one days durin 
the winter vid Chinkinng. All letters an 
papers, should be sent from Shanghai to 
‘Tientsin till 20th March, care of Customs 
Post, Newchwang, ax even if the last 
couriers have left for this, there ure sure 
to be several stonmers waiting at Tientsin 
rondy to start for this on receipt of tele- 
graws that the river is open. 

‘Thore is not any sign of a break-up, but 
the weather is not nexrly a0 severe ‘as it 
was, and March may come in like a lamb, 
The ice is about 28 inches thick on the 
river, and carts cross quite safely.

ting of thie Society took place in 
ister’s quarters of the British 
Legation on Friday evening the 24th of 
February, when a paper of Dr. Forke’s on 
tt paid to Sian Fu, Honan Fu and Kai- 
féug Fa, three ancieut capitals of China, was 
read by the Rev. M. L. Taft. Tue original 
paper was written in Germau aud the more 
important parts were translated by the 
reader. There was a good a:tendance of 
the members and friends of the Society, 
aud the paper was not only interesting in 
itself, but drew from the President (Dr. 
an account of his visit more than 
tury ago to the colony of 

city. He gave many 
interesting particulars regarding them. 
His remarks were supplemented on the 
same line by De. Dudgeon, who des- 
cribed the visit of Bishop Schereschwe- 
sky to the same city and with the same 
object—of the arrival at Peking of 
several families of the Jews who brought 
and disposed of their writings of the 
Pentateuch on sheepskins, who were in- 
structed in Christian truth, and finally sent 
back to Houan. Both Dr. Williams and 
Dr. Martin purchased their parchments 
and sent them to various libraries in 
Europe and America, ‘Tho people had lost 
all traces of 

SEWISH FEATURES 

and to all intents and ‘purpores were 
Chinese. ‘The most of them, about 400 
families in all, have joined the Mobam- 
medans, Their synagogue fell into a rai 
ous condition and during one of the sieges 
to which the city was exposed the poor 
destitute people sold the timbers of their 
sacred edifice, called li-pai-see. The sect 
is known among themselves and in Kai- 
wg ax the liao chin chiao or * the sect 
that pulls out the sivew,” in evident 
allusion to the sinew that shrank on the 
thigh of one of the patriarchs. Both 
speakers epoke jokingly as if Dr. Forke hind 
purposely omitted all reference to the 
Tows from his Anti-semitic feelings, Mr. 
O'Conor asked how the Nostorians and 
Jews had entered China, ‘The President 
replied at some length de the former 
as coming through Tarkestan and entering 
China by the Kiuyiikwan, the pass at the 
extreme western eud of the Great Wall, and 
of the existence in Py 
churches of the Nestorians in the timo of 
Maron Polo, and of the opposition they met 
with from the Mohammodans, ‘The Jewa, 
he said, came from India and entered Chinn 
some centuries before the Christian era. 
Dr. Forke spoke defending himself against 
the charge of having failed to exun 
the existence and ion of the 
remarking that the 
mark the site of their church mentioned by 
Dr. Martin so many years ago were pro- 
bably not now existing. In the paper it 
was noted that the roof put up to cover the 
Nestorian tablet had been blown down last 
year. 








































































IMPERIAL WoxSuIP. 

‘The second subject brought before the 
Society was an address by Dr. Dudgeon 
on Imperial worship at the Temple or Altar 
of Heaven, illustrated by a duplicate of the 
tablet with the prayer in Manchu offered 
to Shangti, Mr. Simpson's sketches of the 
buildings taken at the time of the last 
Emperor's marriage, and x copy of the 
Ritual Music as performed at the groat 
temples visited by the Emperor. A du- 
plicate of the tablet with the prayer 
written in Manchu offéred to the Sun was 
also exhibited. ‘The pavilion, called the 
Chi-nien-tien, or Hall of Prayer for blessing 
in the year, destroyed by fire three years 
ago, atid now in process of restoration, was 
firat described. ‘The Emperor had returned 
from the sacrifice at the southern altar 
on the previous day, the ceremony taking 

















place at this altar instead of as usual 
prayer for the year at the northern 
‘The park in which these encred buildings 
stand is three miles in circuit in the 
southern city, and dates from 1421, the ad- 
veut of the third Ming Emperor.at Peking. 
At Gist both heaven aud earth were wor- 
shipped at the northern altar, but in. 1631 
it was decreed that they should be separat- 
ed, and that toearth was erected oucside 
the north wall of the northern city vis-a-vis 
the Temple of Heaven, ‘The Mings were 
the first to erect the pavilion over the altar, 
and the beautiful triple circular roofs were 
of different colours, yellow, red, and Ulue 
according to Dr. Edkins, and green instead 
of red according to Dr. Williams, to repre- 
sont both heaven aud earth. After th 
altar to earth was erected in its 
Kien Lung changed the entire tiles uf the 
pavilion into blue, Both altars where the 
offerings were burnt were in classic times 
called t*ai-tan—they are now furnaces’ of 
green porcelain 9 feet high ascended on 
three sides by similar staircases and stand 
on the south-east of both altars, 


‘THE ARCHITECTURE 
of both altars consists of three circular 
terraces of white marble, the base being 
210 feet, the middle terrace 150 and the 
top 90 feet in width, the height of the 
whole being 18 feet. Both altars are alike 
in this respect. Dr, Edkius gives the figures 
as 220, 100 aud 69 respectively, which do not 
carry out the symbolism of the odd num- 
bers of 3 and 9 which he argues for a0 
strongly, and the first number is given as 
that for the upper terrace, au evident mis- 
take. His heights also do not agree with 
the same symbolism. The three terraces 
are ascended by four flights of steps from 
the four cardinal points; uine steps to each 
terrace, making 27 steps in all to each 
flight. The terraces have beautiful balus- 
trades carved with clouds, On the upper 
terrace of the southern altar are nine con- 
centric circles, making the equare of nine, 
the inner circle of nine enclosing a round 
central stone upon which the Emperor 
stands in offering the prayer to Imperial 
Heaven Supreme Ruler. ‘he tablets of 
the Emperor's ancestors are arranged in 
two rows east and west, and offerings 
aro placed before each tablet Ou the 
second terrace un the east side are placed 
the tablet of the sun, great bear, the 
planets, the 28 constellations, and one 
tablet for the stars. On the west side 
the tublets of the moon, with those of 
clouds, rain, wind and thunder are placed. 
‘The bullocks are slaughtered to the eust 
of the northera altar ina building at the 
end of a loug gallery of 72 compart 
‘There are three grades of 
SACRIFICES, 

the great, the medium and the inferior. The 
four great sacrifices ate those to heaven, 
earth, the Z"ai miao and the goda of the 
land aud grain, The Emperor befure 
sacrificing performs a number of ceremonial 
operations, chief among which is his passing 
the previous night wt the Chaikuug or 
Palace of -Fastitig, atso within the en- 
closure of the ‘Temple of Hoeven, ‘The 
three elements in all sacrifice, the pro- 
pitiatory or expiatory or sin offering of 
the Hebrew economy seem to be indicated 
in the Fasting of the Emporor of China, this 

being the special preparation for access to 
the Supreme Being without which the se- 
cond or self-dedicatory, as indicated by the 
burnt offering, is null aud void,and the third 
or eucharistic idea may be indicated in the 
meat offering, the viands prepared for the 
banquet to which the spirits and the ances- 
tore are invited, and also by the hymns of 
praise and thanksgiving which are eung 
and played by the 234 musicians, and enti- 
tled the songs of universal and harmonious 
peace. ‘The above features in sacrifice must 
all be taken into account in considering the 
historical influence, the spiritual mesning, 
and the typical value of sacrifice. Mr. 
Owen referred ta the tablet of Shaugti” 
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which was placed on the upper terrace 
opposite to the Imperial ancestors and to 
the tablets placed on the second terrace. 
Dr. Dudgeon has promised to prepare an 
‘exhaustive paper on Imperial sacrifices for 
the Society. It should be noted that the 
tabiet exhibited of the Imperial prayer to 
the Supreme Ruler was in blue with raised 
Manchu ters in red; the Emperor 
being dressed also in blue ; that to the'sun 
was red, that to earth is yellow, and that 
to the ‘gon is palo white or ‘blue, the 
Emperor being clothed in corresponding 
colours.

‘ach oad had an average of twenty persons, 
all from or istrict. The people of the 
Kueihua Hsien say that out of 
every three persons, two will die before 
the end of the second month of next year. 
This year the oat and wheat crops were 









practically a failure, and tho millet crop | g 


was not more than one-half as large as 
usual, . 

‘The few missionaries in the neighbour. 
hod are doing all they can to help those 
about them, but the most they can do is 
but little. They can at the best save but 
a few out of the many. Every day in 
‘Tait‘ung Fu the missionaries see two and 
even more lying dead in the streets near by. 
‘Some of the prices are as follows: millet, 
56 cash per catty, the former price was 18 
cvsh; oatmeal, 56 cash, former price 12 cash ; 
potatoes, 10 cash, former price 4 cash ; 
Dluck beans, 800 cash per tow, former price 
250 cash. The prices are wuch higher than 
usual pretty well over the whole province, 
and as a consequence there is an unusual 
amount of suffering and 

The effect of these famines on the popu- 
lation of Shansi is most disastrous. But if 
such visitations should help to knock the 
bottom out of Chinese fungshui it would 
eventually be a good thing for the country 
and the people.

‘The Governor of Shantung reports the 
disbandment of two naval divisions, the 
Tengchou division and the Jungchéng 
division, It appears that the boats of 
these divisions are old and useless and 
it is not considered necessary to provide 
new ones, Five hundred men are to be 
retained at Chefoo as coastguards, aud 
for similar duties on shore which can- 
not be performed by the Northern feet. 
These men will be available for boat duty 
when required and_when the vessels éf the 
Northern fleet are in harbour will man the 
necessary boats which ean he hired for 
the occasion. As to the officers of the force 
they may choose between joining the land 
forces or awaiting selection for duty in the 
Northern fleet.—Reseript: Let the Board 
concerned take note.

ADDITIONAL TROOPS FOR HONAN, 

As the Sungwu Brigade cannot at the 
present moment be sent back to Honan, 
the Governor of that province asks leave 
to raise another battalion for immediate 
service. The memorialist states that, on 

is application, permission was recently 
given by the Emperor for the return of 

these troops from Shantung, and the Vice- 
roy Li Hung-chang represented to the 

‘Throne that the retention of the Sungwa 

brigade at its present post was urgently 

necessary, because certain forts were being 
constructed for the defence of the ports 
upon the coast. The Emperor therefore 
decreed that the brigade should remain 
where it is till the forts are completed, and 
then its two battalions should return to 
Honan at once. After devoting a para- 
graph to the praise of His Majesty's saga- 
city, the memorialist continues. his argu- 
ment. Honan, he says, lies in the centre of 
-the Empire and is traversed by great routes 
in every direction. On its north-eastern 
border, in spite of the most constant watch- 
fulness, robbers are always entering from 

Chibli or Shantung. On the south and 

west, where the province touches upon 

Anhui, Hupeh and Shensi, there are three 

or four hundred miles of frontier, consisting 

of mountainous tracts in which marauders 
can casily lie concealed. ‘The small number 
of battalions at the Governor's disposal are 
scattered about in detachments; but every: 
where, and especially on the southern 
frontier, they are not enough for their 
work. Recently, when the Szechuan rebels 
made their. way into Shensi, there were 
disquieting rumours along ‘the Hupeh 
frontier ; and the memorialist was really 
inconveniencod by the want of troops to 
send there. A year ago he asked leave to 
raise a force for home service and to pay it 
with the funds saved by the previous dis- 
banding of one of the Sungwu battalions, 
but this proposal was negatived hy the 

Board, so that he was unwilling now 

to revive it, He therefore requested 

that the two remaining battalions should 
be sent home. But this, he finds, 
cannot be granted and, moreover, it will 

‘be more than a matter of a few months 
‘before the Shantung forts are completed. 














reason for requiring more soldiers. For 
though all the outbreaks have been sup- 
pressed, some of the members still exist, 
and if careful watch be not maintained, 
they may make their way into Honan. 
‘After much consideration the memorialist 
thinks that the cheapest as well as the best 
plan will be to raise a battalion for tem- 
porary service, and disband it again as 
‘soon as the troops can return from Shan- 
tung.—Granted. 


100 MANY OFFICIALS IN ANHUI. 


A memorial presented by the Governor 
of Anhui states that the province in ques- 
tion is a very small one ; and in the years 
1881-1882, Becenaa ior the superabundance 
of officials of all ranks, no more were 
allotted for service there; after which 
riod the ordinary system was resumed. 

ce then, in spite of deaths and retire- 

ments, the number of these present has 
kept steadily increasing, a special cause 
being found in the special appointments 
given to contributors of funds for the 
‘Admiralty or for the closing of the great 
breach in the Yellow River. At the pre- 
sent moment there are only seventy posts 
for prefects, sub-prefects and magistrates, 
while the expectant officers number more 
than two hundred ; of miscellaneous posts 
there are one hundred and sixty, with at 
least seven hundred expectants. Not only 
does promotion to real posts seem hope- 
less, but also acting positions are unattain- 
able; and even the number of special 
service appointments has been greatly 
reduced of late in order to effect economy. 
The abuses which must arise from this 
state of things are many and various; 
and the memorialist sees no remedy except 
that of allotting no officials to the province, 
which he hopes the Emperor will sanction, 
for the space of three years, This probibi- 
tion of course would not apply to successful 
candidates at the metropolitan examina- 
tion, but to all extra appointments, wheth- 
er for good service or as the reward for 
contributions. —Referred to the Civil Service 
Board.

BAD HARVEST NORTH OF YANOTZE. 


‘The Viceroy at Nanking reports that in 
the coast districts to the north of the 
has been a very inferior 
harvest in tho past autumn. ‘The crops 
firat suffered from insufficient rain, and 
thon they were injured by high tides. An 
investigation has been made, and it has 
been found that the failure in the crops, 
though considerable, does not amount to 
what is officially termed a calamity. Tho 
momorialist therefore does not ask for any 
remission of taxation, but he proposes that 
there should not be any collection of last 
year’s levy, nor of the arrears of former 
years, till after the harvest of the year 
how commencing.—Granted. 











POOR RELIEF IN SHANTUNG. 


‘The Governor of Shantung says that 
there are always many poor people in Chi- 
nan Fu, collected there from all quarters ; 
and every winter it has been the custom to 
open two soup-kitchens, one at the East 
and the other at the West Gate of the city. 
Of Into years the number of these paupers 
has been considerable augmented by the 
Yellow River inundations ; on which account 
there has been an increased distribution of 
food as well as gifts of warm clothing. The 
exponso, which has hitherto been defrayed 
from the unclaimed salaries fund and. the 
deductions of two tenths, has amounted to 
from twenty to forty thousand taels a year. 
‘This winter the Provincial Treasurer re- 
ports that he has very little money in hand 
from these sources ; it is therefore pro- 
posed to supply eight thousand taels from 
the regular provincial revenue, and to take 
whatever more may be necessary from the 
funds of the office for charitable relief—

OLASSIFIOATION OF SHANGHAI MAGISTRACY. 
ae ya et tte 
ai oy (Hsien) is as 
what is called a ‘‘ three word” that is, 
as “busy, wearisome and difficult.” But 
since the commencement of foreign trade, 
Shanghai has become the first of all the 
in the Empire; and by reason of 
its population, business and internation: 
transactions, the Magistrate’s post there 
more important than anyof the “four word” 
Magistracies in the province. Among these 
latter is Tanyang, which by reason of its 
proximity to Chinkiang has gradually been 
leclining ever since the latter place became 
one of the Treaty Ports. The memorialist 
therefore proposes to reduce Tanyang to 4 
“three word” post, and to exalt Bhanghal 
to “‘ four words,” when it will be classed as 
“populous, busy, wearisome and difficult,” 
The effect of the change will be that the 
Magistrate at Shanghai cannot be appoint- 
ed from Peking, but must be selected by 
the provineial authorities from officers of 
proved capability, who have already held 

an actual post of Magistrate.— Approved. 
OLD GUVERNMENT STEAMERS DISPOSED OF. 
A year ago, -as was reported at the time, 
the Viceroy at Nanking sent to Hupeh th 
non-effective steam-ship Ts‘é-ai, because 
the Government there required a vessel for 
official purposes. Recently H.E. Chan;

‘As was narrated some time ago in 
columns, the Tartar Commander-in-Chief at 
Sian Fu obtained permission to establish 
1 force of five hundred men from the Man- 
chus forming the garrison under his orders, 
The new regiment was to be armed with 
foreign weapons and drilled in the foreign 
style, tho Field Force supplying 
the weaponsand instructors. The Governor 
has arranged to supply a monthly sum of 
‘Tis. 1,000, which will be sufticient for the 
Allowances of the offcars and men. But 

wreliminary expenses have come to Tis, 
,000, and the money to pay for them has 
been taken from other funds, which wi 
be re-imbursed from the permanent allow- 
ance at the rate of Tis. 60 per month.— 
Approved.

PAYMENT OF ARREARS. 

The Governor General of Kanu’ repre. 
sents that the former acting Magistrate of 
‘P'inglo Haien, Yii Jen-t‘no, failed to pro- 
duce the land tax of his district to the 
amount of more than four thousand piculs 
of grain. As tho arrears were not forth. 
coming within the limit of time allowed by 
the regulations, he was denounced by the 
memorialist and cashiered. The Provin- 
cial Treasurer now reports that the pre- 
sent Magistrate has received the whole of 
the missing grain from his predecessor, 
‘and: tho regular receipts for handing over. 
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charge have at last been duly signed. 
Under these circumstances the memorialist 
suggests that His Majesty may perhaps 
be plessed to restore Yii Jen-t‘ao to his 
original ravk and farther to show him the 
favour of not requiring’ him to come to 
Peking to be presented at Court by the 


Board.—Request granted. 
“ KIANGSU LAND TAX, BATE FOR COLLECTING. 


‘Tho high authorities of the province of 
‘iangou report that the time has arrived for 
fixing the rate at which the land tax for this 
winter should be collected in Soochow and 
the adjacent prefectures. In the year 1865 
it was decreed that, where the tax was col- 
lected in kind, for each picu! there should 
be an addition, of three-tenths on account 
of waste, and where it was commuted for 








money, the rate including the addition for 
expenses should be 4,500 cash per picul. 
From those who delayed till the beginning 





of tho new year, an additional sum of 500 
eash would’ be required. After the year 
1866 the cheapness of grain caused reduc- 
tions to be made in the rate; and the 
ractice of fixing the amounts for ench year 
Eo been carried on to the present time. 
Thie winter the memorialists propose to 
continue to allow the landholders the liberty 
of paying in kind or in money as they 
may prefer. They at the same time have 
eon aware that care will be necessary in 
determining the rates; as the droughts 
Igst summer resulted in short crops and 
4 consequent rise in price; so that 
there is danger lest, when the granar 
are opened aud the officials begin to buy, 
tradora may take advantage of the op- 
portunity and run the price up to as 
exorbitant amount. After careful enquiry 
and consideration the memorialists have 
reed that it will be enough to raise 
the rate one hundred cash above last year ; 
that is to say, those who give money must 
pay 2,500 cash for the tax and 1,000 cash 
jor expenses; and those who bring rice, 
will as before pay 1,000 cash for expenses 
in addition to each picul of grain. ‘There 
will be the further charge of 500 cash where 
payment is postponed till after the new 
ear ; and in all cases 52 cash per picul for 
eight. The sum of 1,000 cash per picul for 
expenses is an absolute necessity in order to 
enable the officials to forward the grain tri- 
bute to Peking; but being an additional sum 
and not the original land tax itself, farmers 
of bad character often try to delay or evade 
the payment, Such. persons, according to 
the rules in former years, will be treated as 
refusing to vay land tax. These regula'ions 
apply to all Soochow, Sungkiang, Chang- 
chow, Chinkiang and’ Taitsang, with the 
excoption of the distriots of Hading and 
Paoshan, where the tax is always commuted, 
and of Tantu, where the grain is ordinarily 
tetained for the Manchu garrison at Chin- 
kkiang, but has this year been remitted.

The members were all 
very much indebted to the Honorary 
Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. Browett, 
for the great trouble ‘he had taken 
and the satisfactory. manner in which 
he had exrried out the arrangements 
and indeed a good many other mem- 
bers of the Committee; Mr. Duncan 
especially was not only instrumental in 
vetting up the Club, but he had also ren- 
Gered invaluable service iu carrying it on 
and he had done everything in his power 
torun smoothly and promote 
t of the members. They

cumstancos under which the Club was started, 
‘The members are indebted to Mr. Alister 
Duncan for suggesting the formation of such 
‘@ Club as the one we are all now members 
of. Mr. Duncan wrote to the Press urging 
upon those interested in skating to amal 
mate and form a Club, and it was in response 
to this invitation that some 30 gentlemen 
sent in their names—and a meeting was held 
on the 19th of December last, when it was 
decided to start the Club. Officers were 
elected and no time was lost in selecting the 
most advantageous spot for a Rink. One was 
eventually secured near the Rifle Butts and 
preparations were made for the comfort of the 
Skaters. In consequence of the snow, dust 
and inadequate means for flooding the Rink 
it was not at first in such good condition for 
skating as the Committee could have wished; 
they, however, made arrangements with the 
owner of the adjoining ice fields by which 
Members were enabled to use it whilst 
the Club Rink was being improved. To 
protect the Rink from the dust aud wind 
a bamboo fence was erected which proved. 
a great boon to Skaters and Visitors.

An. extraordinary general meeting of 
shareholders was held at the head office, 65 
Old Broad Sr,, London, wt p.n, on Friday, 
Bcd February, for the ‘purpose of confirm: 
ing the resolution passed at the extraurdin- 
wy general meeting of shareholders held 
on the 18th January, Me. J. N. Bullen 
occupied the chair, and there was an atten- 
dance of about twenty shareholders. 

‘Lhe notice convening the meeting having 
been read by the Chief Manager (Mr, 
Tuckson), 

‘The Chairman explained that the ouly 
business of the meeting was to confirm the 
following resulution passed at the extra- 
ordiuary general meeting :-— 


“That the draft Reconstruction Agreement 
submitted to this Meeting and expressed to 
be made between this Company and its Li- 

uidutors of the one part, and the Mercantile 
Bank of India, Limited, of the other part, 
be and the same is hereby approved, and that 
with a view to ‘effecting the reconstruction 
of this Company on the footing of the said 
Agreement, this Company be’ wound up 
voluntarily, and that Sir Alexander Wilson, 
of 2, Dartmouth Grove, Blackheath, Knight, 
and Joha Andrew Maitland, of 66, Old Broad 
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Street, London, Merchant, be and they are 
hereby appointed Liquidators, and that the 
sail Liquidators be and they are hereby 
authorised, pursuant to section 161 of the 
Companies Act, 1862, to enter into an Agree- 
ment with ‘The Mer antile Bank of India, 
Limited, -in the terms of the said draft Re: 
‘construction Agreement, and to carry the 
same into effect with such (if any) moditica- 
tions ws they may think expedient.” 

‘The minutes of the extraordinary meet- 
ing were then read by Mr. Jackson, and 
onthe motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr, Thos. Scott, the resolution was 
confirmed, nem. cow. 

The Chairwan said—By the resolution 
which you have confirmed, the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London 
China censes to exist, and its plice is tal 
by the Mercantile Bank of India, Ltd, 
which comes into possession of all its lixbi- 
lities, Sturting as a new Bank, with a 
large amount of capital paid up, which it 
is proposed also to increase as suon as the 
necessary powers cay be obtained, the new 
Mercantile Bank of India should command 
tho full confidence of depusitors, and we 
-anust all hope it will meet with a prosperous 
career. It unly remains for me personally, 
as Lam not » member of the new Board 
and shall not have another opportunity of 
addressing you from this chair, to expross 
to you on behalf of my colleagues on the 
old Board and myself, our grateful thanks 
for the courtesy aud forbearance we have 
ut all times received, and to bespeak for our 
successors a continuance of the confidence 
you have so long reposed in us. 

‘The Chairman (at the suggestion of the 
Bank's solicitor) added that the agreement 
had not yet been perfected, and that it 
remained for the liquidators to carry it ou‘, 

Mr. Jolin Balfour, speaking as ove of the 
oldest shareholders, said he had always 
approved what the Chairman had done, 
and he believe? that Mr. Bullen had in: 
variably acted conscientiously and fur the 
best. He moved a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman and other Director 

‘The Chairuan, in response, said—Gentle- 
men, Lam very much obliged to you. I 
can only say truthfully for myself that I 
have always endeavoured to do my duty. 
Unfortunately the Bank has not been 20 
prosperous as could be wished, but that is 
on wocount of circumstances which have 
been too powerful for us. My leaving the 
Bank is merely on account of my failing 
health and increasing years ; but as far as 
my interest in the Bank is concerned, I 
have considerably increased it. Tain now 
a much larger shareholder than I was before, 
and Ihave very little doubt that I shall 
continue to hold the shares I do at present,

‘NENTSIN RACE CLUB. 


‘The annual meeting of this flourishing and 
active body was held in the Tiontsin Club 
Library on 20th February. ‘There was a 
luxge attendance of members, who came to 
Duck: theit leaders on the vexed questions of 
“weights” and ‘mafoo mounts.” Mr. McLeish 
wus culled to the chair, and promptly dis- 
patched the routine business,—we append the 
‘ucoounts, 

‘Mr. J. Stewart moved and Mr. J.M. Dickin- 
son seconded “That the weights be raised 
3 lbs.” This was stoutly opposed amidst great 
luughter, by the featherweights of the con 
munity, and Jed to a proionged and animated 
discussion. ‘There was much discrepancy of 
opinion as to (1) former practice and (2) the 
dutes of the changes in the scale of weights. 
Scarcity of jockeys was the chief reason ad- 
duced for the increase ; two or three of the 
old hands had undertaken to ride if the 
weight wereraised. ‘The defenders of existing 
practice maintained that [the scarcity was 
inerely temporary and that the present scale 
secured conformity with Shanghai, Hong- 
kong, ete. On dividing the meeting eighteen 
votes were in favour of the resolution and 
eighteen against it. It was therefore lost,— 
the Chairman asa non-racing man refusing to 
cast a vote on a matter which concerned racing 
meu alone, 


























































On the motion of Messrs Von Hanneken and 
Brenan the conditions of the St. Leger were 
restored to their original style—viz: ‘That 
the race shall be open for griffins of the year 
in which it is run, and that the distance be 
14 miles.” 





‘As a cotollary to this Mr. Brenan proposed, 
and Mr. J. Stewart seconded. ‘That from 
1804 the Derby be open to griffins of the 
spring, and that the distance be 1} miles.” 


This was also carried unanimously. 
‘Mr. Detring, supported by Mr. Von Hanne- 
ken there moved: ‘That this meeting au- 
thorises the Stewards elected for the ensuin, 
year (1893) to fix upon two races on each o 
the race days, in which Chinese riders ap- 
provad by the Stewards shall be allowed to 
ride.” ‘This motion led to a general engage- 
ment all along the line. It was maintained 
that in the existing scarcity of jockeys, local 
stables and Peking owners did not enter_who 
otherwise would ; the opposition on the other 
hand was dictated entirely by distrust of the 
morals of mafoo riders. 

Dr. Frazer moved an amendment and was 
seconded by M. Michel that the word ‘one’ 
be substituted for two; this was of course 
‘meant as a compromise, and was certainly re- 
ceived with less disfavour than the resolution, 
‘Mr. J. Stewart asked if he might move an 
amendment to Dr, Frazer’s amendment, but 
the Chairman ruled. that while separate 
amendments which did not traverse each 
other could be received and put to the vote 
seriatim, he could not receive an amendment 
to an amendment. To keep the issue quite 
clear he would put Dr. Frazer’s amendment ; 
if it were carried, it would become the 
substantive resolution and, as such, would 
be open to further amendment. Whereupon 
Dr. Frazer’s amendinent was put and carried 
by 19 to 18. 

‘Mr. Murray Stewart, seconded by Mr. 
Brenan, then moved as an amendment to Dr. 
Frazer’s resolution: ‘That no races ridden 
hy Chinese riders be allowed at the Tientsin 
Race meeting.” ‘This led to a renewal of the 
discussion in-a still more contentious spirit. 
Mr. J. N. Hutch, seconded by Mr. Bowinan, 
wished to amend Mr. Murray Stewart’s sug: 
gestion by proposing adherence to present 
practice ; but as before, the Chair ruled this 
out of order as an amendment to an amend- 
ment, 

Mr, Von Hanneken rising to order before 
the vote was taken protested that the pro- 
cedure was wrong: the meeting had accepted 
the principle of Chinese riders and could not 
go back on its own vote. 

‘The Chairman ruled that if the meetin 
liked to stultify itself by extraordinary deci- 
sions, it was its own look-out. His business 
was to ensure formality and to keep order. 
He had emphatically ruled that he would 
accept no amendments to amendments as 
thoy confused the issues; but that if 
Dr. Frazer's amendment were carried in pre- 
ference to Mr. Detring’s resolution, it would, 
then be the substantive resolution and as such 
liable to any amendment whatever, The 
proceedings were in strict order ; he would, 

however, order the protest to be entered in 
the Minutes. 

Mr. J. N. Hatch, seconded by Mr. Bowman, 
now proposed asa seconil amendinent to Dr, 
Frazer's resolution : "That the existing prac: 
tice be adhered to.” ‘This was done in the 
hope that the meeting might find a middle 
way, which would reconcile the parties ; the 
Taotai’s Cup had for years been ridden by 
mafoos and ad produced good, and few or no 
evils, Accepting the spirit of compromise 
the Chairman put Mr. Hatch’s amendment 
first. It was rejected by 18 to 13, and then 
Mr, Murray Stewart's was carried bya ma- 
jority of one (19 to 18). 

Mr. Detring followed Mr. Von Hannekan in 
protestingagninsttheinformality of the procee- 

ings ; heheld that theClub, by the voteon Dr. 
Frazer’s amendment had accepted Chinese 
riders, and could not now modify its decision, 
Mr, Brenan while acknowledging that the 
ruling from the Chair had been clear and the 
proceedings formal suggested that in view of 
the extreme narrowness of the majority and 
a possible misunderstanding on the part 
of some, it would he advisable for the 
Chairman to take the sense of the meeting 
on a clearly defined issue—Chinese riders or 
no Chinese riders. ‘This suggestion found 




































general acceptance, and on getting the formal 
acquiescence of all the various movers and 
seconders of resolutions the Chairman divided 





the meeting, with the result that 19 were in 
favour of one race per day for Chinese riders 
and 19 against it. “The Chairman then cast 
his vote in favour of the native : so that for 
the year 1803 the Race Club stands ‘committed 
to the experiment. Mr. W. H. Forbes moved: 
“That no prizes from the Race Club Funds 
be allowed for races in which Chinese riders 
takea part but that entrance fees or speci 
presented prizes only be given in such races.” 

‘This was carried nem. con. Mr. Brenan 
Proposed; ‘That for the future new members 
shall for elected by secret ballot the stewards 
to be the balloting committee.” 

Carried nem. con. 

‘The meeting then ‘proceeded to -elect 
stewards for the year with the following result: 
Messrs. Brenan, Detring, J. Stewart, W. W. 














Dickinson, Jas. Wilson, Maitland, and Dre. 
Frazer and Irwin. 

Mr. Brenan, seconded by Mr. Detring, in a 
brief but feeling speech proposed: “That there 


be entered in the Minute Book a note re- 
cording the great sorrow with which the 
members of this club received the news of the 
death of an old and esteemed member, the 
late Mr. W. Forbes, who throughout his long 
racing career was a thoroughgoing supporter 
of the sport and an honour to the Club.” 

This resolution was passed in silence, every 
one rising in his place. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was 
carried by acclamation on the motion of 
‘Messrs. Brenan and Detring.

THE GOLD QUESTION. 
To the Bditor of the 
Norri-Curxa Dany News. 

Sm,—In the struggle that has been going 
on of late years between the advocates of a 
gold standard, on the one hand, and those of 
& bimetallic currency on the other, though it 
has been constantly asserted by ‘the latter 
that au appreciation in the value of gold, 
rather than any depreciation in that of silver 
has been the eause of the increasing difference 
between the two metals and the consequent 
disorganisation of exchange, these statements 
have apparently not been supported by the 

fe to establish a demonstration 
for the general belief continues 
seemingly to prevail that silver alone is the 
offending factor, and it was openly stated by 
some of the delegates to the late Brussels con- 
ference that no. satisfactory proof of any 
appreciation of gold had yet been brought 
forward. 

‘The general idea scems to be that, owing to 
improved methods of mining and greater 
facilities for transportation, the supply of 
silver has ine much more rapidly than 
the demand : thereby causing a glut of that 
metal, and a rapid decline in ice. Conse- 
quently in the western world it has been re- 
garded as no longer safe to trust to it asa 
measure of value, and a general disposition 
has been shown to useas little of it as possible 
for currency purposes. 

Statistics of the output of the precious 
metals can be compiled with comparative ease, 
and have proved beyond doubt that, the pro- 
duction of ailver, hs steadily end largely 
increased during the past twenty years, while 
that ‘of gold bas diminished, though now 

in growing larger ; but it is next to impos- 
sapin rong Jarger but ts ext 16 pow 














consumption of either metal, and particularly 


silver, is, and it is evident that the world has 
jumped to the conclusion that, because the 
production of silver has increased, and be- 
cause its value compared with gold has dimi- 
nished, therefore the supply of silver has 
exceeded the demand, and its value with 
respect to commodities generally must have 
grown less, 

Is this really the case, and has silver be- 
come less valuable than it was twenty years 
ago, or has gold grown more so? Taking our 
stand with gold, silver appears to have gone 
down, or assuming silver as the standard, 

Id seems to have gone up. How then can 
it be determined which has really changed in 
value, and ifboth, how much of the movement 
is due to the one, how much to the other? 
‘There is only one way, and that a seemingly 
simple method, viz. comparing each, from 
time to time, with other articles of known 

bility. This is not so easy, however, as it 
seems at first sight, as the value of all com- 
modities is subject’ to more or less variation 
according to circumstances ; but if it can be 
established asa fact that an ounce of silver 
will now purchase, or exchange for, ag much, 
on the average, of certain articles (whose 
value has not been materially affected by 
other causes than those connected with cur- 
rency) as it would have done twenty years 

then it must be apparent that its pur- 
chasing power, that is, its value, has not 
diminished in that time ; and, on the other 
hand, if it can be shown that an ounce of 
old "will buy more of such articles than 
it could have done twenty years ago, then 
it must be evident that its purchasing power, 
or value, has increased during the same time, 

Believing, as I do, that these points can be 
most readily determined here, iu China, where 
silver is the standard of value, and gold but 
an article of commerce, and where the pro- 
ductions of the soil, and of manual labour 
have not been so materially affected by ex- 
trinsic causes, such as chenper transportation 
aud improved methods of cultivation and 

wnufacture, as in Western countries, I 
venture to ask for a little space in your 
columns to bring forward such facts bearing 
upon the question as are readily available j 
and I hope that others will be able to con: 
tribute morg, for the subject is one of vital. 
importance f9 all who are engaged in trade or 
otherwise interested in the East, and, so far 
as I can learn, the most has not been made of 
the very favourable opportunities existing 
here for throwing light upon it. 

Tt must be premised, as is well known in 
trade and finance, that ‘all articles of trade, 
and particularly’ the precious metals, tend 
like water to find their level, and thut it i 
impossible that any difference in value, in 
excess of the charges of transportation can 
be long maintained between any two points 
of the commercial world, 

What holds good therefore with regard to 
China must be equally true for every other 
portion of that world, and if it can be shown 
that, silver ‘being the standard hore, all 
other articles that ha 
external causes have attained no higher value 
measured by silver than they had twent: 

ears ago. while gold hes advanced materiak- 
iy, and will purcbaso more of theme arti 
then it must be apparent that gold has appr 
ciated, while silver has remained stationary, 
and, this being the case in Chin 
the same for the rest of the world. 

As a matter of fact, in May 1873 (ond I 
have selected my dates at random in each of 
the years specified) exchange, in Shang, on 
London, stood at six shillings sterling ‘per 
tuel of silver. As is well known here the 
tacl is a unit of currency, and is a weight of 
one ounce and one-third and this quotation 
means that one and one-third ounces of silver 
would then have bought a Bank Bill on 
London, at six months’ sight, for six shil- 
lings. ‘At the sume time gold bars of a 
standard weight and fineness were worth 
165 taels of silver. On the 23rd February, 
1893, exchange on London being 3/10} per 
tael,” gold bars were quoted at 254 taels, 
or an advance of about 54 per cent. on the 
prices ruling twenty years ago. Now, if it 
were true that this advance in gold re- 
ally means a decline in silver to that extent, 
then it would be expected as a natural con 

juence that oll articles not affected 
other causes, would have followed the 1 
of gold, and be found, at the present time, 
as gold is, fifty per cent. or more above the 
Jevel of silver. “So far from this being the 
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case; however, if we compare the China price 
lists of the present time with those of twenty 
years. ago, it will be found that almost 
Without exception all articles whether of 
import or export have not only not kept on 
the gold level, or any where near it, but. in 
most cases are rather below than above the 
silver line. 

‘Thus the following are the prices ruling for 
provisions in the native markets here, in 
cents of a Mexican dollar :—

and this will be found to be true with regard 
to food articles generally, anil the cost of 
living, 80 far as it depends on servants’ wages, 
native labour and articles of Chinese produe- 
tion, has not appreciably increased. It is also 
stated by the Chinese, as a fact, that, neither 
land nor wages have advanced in the interior, 
and that wages being the same; labourers 
are able to live as well on what they receive 
as they did twenty years ago. 

Shanghai cotton was quoted here in Septem- 
ber 1872 at 10.80 to 11.60, and in the same 
month last year at 10} to 11 taels per picul, 
and on the average has reinained at about the 
same level that it occupied before the earlier 
date, 

Teas have declined very materially on the 
average, probubly not less than twenty per 
cent. though it is difficult to give precise 
figures. Green teas which in 1873 commanded 
‘Sis. 42 por pivul would not sell for more Chan 
‘Pls, 28 now, and while fine blacks, for special 
reasons, ate higher, common and particularly 
medium teas are much lower. 

‘Keur silk has also, during the past few years 
ruled below the silver value of 20 years ago, 
and “Blue Elephants,” which may be regan 
ed as a typical grade, have been procurable 
during the last six months of 1892 at 355 to 420 
taels per picul, while the range for the same 

riod in 1873 was 395 to 430 taels per. picul. 

either of these staple and important articles 
of Chinese production have, during the time 
under consideration, been affected in value by 
any alteration in duties or other government 
charges, or by improved methods of pro- 
duction’ or transportation; and as neither 
have advanced in value as measured by silver, 
Dut on the contrary both silk and tea hav 
most decidedly declined, it must be evident 
1 has failed to produce such an effect 
prices in China as must, unquestionably, 
have followed any material decline in that 
metal, 

‘A comparison of prices of imports is not 
conclusive, but corroborative of the truth ot 
ve deductions from the relative value 
productions, and it may be interest- 

‘a few examples, the dates haying

As for cotton foots. prices ruling last 
September were abnormally low, owing to 
the large out-turn of the American cotton 
crop, and have since advanced considerably, 
and other articles have improved somewhat, 
‘but few if any have reached a parity with 
the silver values of 1872.

A 

“A” represents the level occupied by gold, 
silver and all other articles and things, say in 
2, and *B” the level to which gold bas since 
ascended carrying with itin its upward course 
Government ‘loans, debts, contracts, bank 
sposits and every’ fixed obligation, 
but leaving bebind it silver, land, buildings, 
manufactures, produce of the soil, shares in 
companies, and all articles and things subject 
to market fluctuations. A glance at the last 
diagram will show the hardship entailed upon 
debtors, aud contractors who have entered into 
obligations maturing in the future, during 
the period while gold has been advancing, as, 
under all obligations contracted before’ the 
rise commenced, they will have to pay 50 
per cent. more in actual value than they 
would have done before : the same holds true 
with regard to public debts, Take that of 
Great Britain, for instance, at £900,000,000, 
for general Government and Municipal obli- 
gations. ‘The actual debt measured by the 
values of 1872 amounts to fifty per cent. 
more or £1,350,000,000,and taxpayers actually 
have to pay 50 per cent. more than they then 
did in Jabour and its equivalents to provide 
for the interest on these debts. ‘The diagram 
also shows how it is that land and buildings, 
shares and all productions have apparently 
declined so much in value, and that much, 
if not the greater part of this depreciation has 
een caused by the advance in gold. With 
rd to wages: in most of the manufacturing 
industries have not been reduced in 
amount, and hence the employer has prac- 
tically to pay 50 per cent. more for this very 
important factor in the cost of his productions, 
while the table of relative prices given above 
will show that, so far as these markets are 
concerned, he has to accept even lower prices 
in silver than could have been had twenty 
years ago. It seems to me that the enormous 
dislocation and upheaval of the gold strata 
of obligations, and their separation from those 
of the silver plane, as indicated by the last 
jagram, in view of the immense interests in- 














































volved, will account for the violent fluctua- 
tions in exchanges, with their juent 


disasters, and give the true solution of any | 


economical problems with which society has 
recently been confounded. 

Having shown, as I think conclusively, 
that the purchasing power of silver is as 
great now ag it was twenty years ago, and 

at, by a well-known law, whatever may be 
the value of the precious’ metals here, they 
cannot remain at a materially different level 
for any other place in the commercial world 
(the slight transportation charges _ being 
allowed for) for any Jength of time, it’ now 
only remains to prove that a given quantity 
of gold will buy more of other articles than it 
would have done, and. this is a fact which 
naturally follows’ the proofs in regard to 
the stability of silver that T have adduced. 
In 1873, for example, a standard gold bar 
would have bought 165 taels of silver. At 
the present time it would buy 257 taels of the 
same metal, and inasmuch as the latter will 
purchase as much produce as it did twenty 
Years ago, gold will buy about 60 per cent. 
more, other things being equal. 

As it is with the precious metals so it is 
with merchandise; any merchant would 
be willing to contract to deliver the pro- 
ductions of the silver standard countri 
on the London market, and receive payment 
for them in an equal weight of silver to that 
originally paid (with the usual charges of 
transportation and commissions nied Which 
woulsl have to be donealso if they were paid for 
in gold.) ‘The merchant could then exchange 
the silver received for gold at the current 
rate, which would place him in the same 
position as if he had effected the exchange 
at the port of shipment, by selling his bills at 
the current rate there, and the London buyer 
could resell his purchase for gold and get as 

uch of the latter as he would have had to 
pay had he bought in that metal instead of 
in silver. It will thus be seen that when 
the productions of the silver countries reach, 
say the London market, they are practicall 
on a silver basis, until reduced to tat of gold, 
and could be ‘purchased as cheaply (the 
changes of transportation excepted) as when 
in the countries of production, and those 
countries furnish a very large Rroportion of 
the merchandise consumed in Europe and 
America, 

If it be asked how can it be possible that 
with such a largely increased production of 
silver, it can have maintained its value, and 
how is it that gold has advanced so materially, 
it can only be said that it is owing to a 
multiplicity of causes, many of which it is 
impossible to trace to their sources. but, 
generally, it may be taken for granted that 
the cousumption of both gold and silver has 
increased much more rapidly than has been 
supposed, and that, while the production of 
silver has sufficed for all requirements that of 
gold has not. 

Jst.—The population of the world has very 
largely augmented ; remote regions have been 
retvlered tore acceeeible by the rapid 
of railways ; commerce has greatly expande 
and, as either of these causes would have 
increased the demand for the precious metala 
for currency and other purposes, the com: 
bined effect must be almost incalculable, 

2nd.—Erroneously attributing the disturb- 
ance in finances entirely to an excessive pro- 
duction’ and consequent depreciation in the 
value of silver, there has been an unseemly 
scramble on the part of various Governments 
to secure as much gold and get rid of as 
mosh silver a possible; thus Mcressing the 
available supply of silver, and curtailin; 
that of gold already reduced by a material 
falling off in the production, say from about 
200,000 kilograms average, in 1356 to 1860 to 
149:000 kilograms average in 1881-1885. 

Tn fact, statistics clearly demonstrate that, 
while the output of silver has gone on steadily 
increasing froin decade. to decade for. the 
past 200 years, that of gold has been subject, 
to violent fluctuations, particularly since 
the commencement of this century.

‘These figures are very instructive, and 
indicate that, during the period of greatest 
progress in the history of the world, when 
thousands of places and millions of people, 
Previously. almost inaccessible, were being 
ought within easy reach of the great com 
mercial centres, by the wonderful extension 
of railways and increase of steamers; and 
when trade was rapidly, expancing in every 
dixection, the supply of gold which as the 
standard of value was the life blood of the 
financial systems, and of which an adequate 
quantity was necessary to meet the increas- 
ing requirements of business, commenced to 
decline rapidly, until it fell from £27,000.000 
per annum to £19,000,000 : and then, to cap 
theclimax, a scramble for gold set in among 
the various Governments of Europe. Gold 
was crowned king of currencies, and silver 
dethroned, at the very time of all others when 
it should have been put into more extensive 
circulation to meet the increasing demands of 
trade, and it is no wonder that exchanges and 
values have been unsettled, trade and mannfac- 
tures seriously hampered, and loss and ruin 
Drought upon millions. 

{t is worse than useless to attempt to deal 
with a disease until a careful diagnosis has 
determined its character, and cause; and all 
efforts to restore an equilibrium in exchanges 
and bring them to a condition of stal 
bused upon the proposition that the existing 
derangement is caused solely by an over 
production and consequent cheapening of 
silver, will prove in tho end as fatal to the 
finance of the world, ws would yross mal- 
pruetice in medicine to the affected patient. 

Tt must be evident, I think, from the fore- 
going considerations, that those Governments 
Who have, to a greater or less extent, dis- 
carded silver and adopted gold as the sole 
measure of value, have not properly diagnosed 
the situation, and have consequently fallen into 
the grievous error of selecting, as i standard, 
the metal which of all others is least suited 
to the purpose, owing to thé paucity and 
instability of its supply. While on the one 
hand, a slight advance in the price of si 
would lead to an inereased output. sufficient 
to meet almost any demand, and that metal 
in this direction may he regarded as abso- 
Tutely under control, it is different with gold, 
‘ay most of the known superficial deposits 
have been exhausted, and there are no known 
sources of supply which can be depended upon 
to yiold an immnaliate increase of importance, 
even under the stimulus of greatly enhanced 
prices

st experience has proved that gold 
has been far loss constant in its supply than 
silver, and the wonderful finds in California 
in 1849, followed by the rick discoveries in 
Australia, Ted to almost wx much of a dis: 
turbance in the financial world in one divec- 
tion, the enhancement of prives yenerally, as 
on the partial exhaustion of those sources, 
and consequent rapid falling off in supplies, 
has been produced in che opposite direction 
in the cheapening of prices. 

While geld tins been subjected to such 
violent finetuations, silver, though constantly 
increasing in supply, has done so steadily, 
and proved itself to be vastly more trust’ 
worthy as a standard of value than the rarer 
metal. 

It is not at all improbable that a knowledge 
of the greater stability of silver gainel by 
a long experience in banking and financial 
inatters, centuries before the countries of 
Europe’ emerged from barbarism, governed 
India, China, and other oriental countries in 
their yhcice of tho white metal as a standart, 
as it in hardly to be supposed that it was 
determined haphazard instead of for some 
good practical aud logical reason. If, ther 
fore European countries have through a mis- 
taken policy, based upon insufficient experience 
and a deficient knowledge or appreciation of 
the facts, set aside silver, and adopted gold, 
it is hatdly to he supposed that the origntal 


























countries will, of their own accord, follow 
the lead of such blind guides, and if such a 
measure were pressed upon them, it would 
be an outrage of the description, 
and would cause wide-spread and inealeulable 
misery, not only in those countries, but all 
over the world, and probably lead to political 
disturbances of a serious nature, if not 
rebellion wherever the experiment might be 
tried. 

It is a most extraordinary thi 
this 19th century, no better exy 
be hit upon for’ determining v 
measure which is constantly varying. What 
would be thought of a yard, for example, 
which at one period would’ consist of 30 
inches, and a few years later of 50 inches? 
And what a hardship it would be, for one 
contracting to furnish so many’ yards of a 
material when the yard consisted of 30 inc 
to be compelled to deliver the goods at 50 
inches per yard! Or for one agreeing to sup- 
ply a certain number of bushels of produce, 
with the bushel then equal to three pecks, to 
have to make delivery at five pecks per 
Imshel! Not only would the hardship he 
felt but its cause would, at once, be realised 
and the people would rise up in their mig! 
and obtain the necessary remedy, even if 
force had to be resorted to. But so far as I can 
see, these cases are exactly parallel with that 
of gol, and through the faultiness of this 
measure, miscalled * standard,” the creditor 
class is heing enriched at the ‘expense of the 
debtor; valnes are undermined ; the hollers 
of land aud other property find their riches 
apparently taking wing and flying from them ; 
manufactiring industries in many quarters 
are paralysed, and enterprise, in anany dire 
tions, is being checked, and ‘worse will soon 
follow, unless some remedy be speedily found. 

Tt may be asked, then, what remedy can be 
suggested, and what action can be taken to 
place the’ currencies of the world on a more 
stable and uniform basis? If the question 
were arising de nore, the solution of the 
problem, with the experience of the past 
as a guide, would be more simple than 
itis now, where the question is complicated 
hy the results of legislative interference, 
varying in different countries according to 
the promptings of self-interest, or the peculiar 
opinions of theorists as to the best methods 
of dealing with With two metals to choose 
from, which, by universal conacusits, have heen 
deemed the’ best adapted for currency pur- 

oses, it is evident that the oue which should 
1 selected as a standard is that which above 
all things is least likely, itself, to fluctuate 
in value. Now experience has shown, as I 
think it has been clearly proved, that ‘silver 
hest meets this requirement, because (to sum- 
marise what I have before said) gold, being 
auch scarcer, is more likely to -be influenced 
in value by fresh finds, aud their exhaustion ; 
while, eonversely, silver, being more abun- 
dant,’ is not so liable to be affected in this 
way. It is evidently better to have, ay a 
standard, a metal the output of which can 
de depeniled upon to meet all requirements, as 
the demand shows a tendency to increase, 
than one the supply of which, at best, is 
very limited, and cannot be augmented in 
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lient can 
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proportion as it is required, even though its 
value may be enhanced tenfold. If these 
propositions are admitted, it would seer 





evident that, if the West. vorld were not 
handicapped by the complications of different 
systems, it would be better for it to fall into 
line with the silver-using countries, which 
embrace hy far the largest populations, and 
ra that metal as a standard. 
This being doubtless Iinpeas ible for the 
present at least, the next best course to pur- 
sue would be to adopt such measures as will 
tend generally to rehabilitate silver : the first 
of which should be the repeal, us far as possible, 
of the acts of those Governments that have 
demonetised it, and the restorution of that 
metal to its former position, and next the 
promotion of such action as will bring silver 
inta moie genoral use for currency pu 
This would go far to undo the terrible 
mischief caused by those legislative acts 
which have led to the apotheosis of gold, 
and the degradation of silver, and the re. 
mainder of the cure might’ be lef to 
natnral causes, which are now hand at work 
to restore the equilibrium, which has heen so 
wantonly and rudely disturbed. On the one 
hand the ouvput of gold has been stimulated 
by the rapid advance in price, and is increas- 















ing year by year with every prospect of con- 





tinuing so to do, as the newly discovered 
gold-fields in South Africa promise to furnish 
an almost perennial supply, though this inust 
necessarily be Timited ia quantity. Since 
1883 the world’s production has gone on 
steadily, but slowly increasing, and, from 
£21,000,000 in that year, has now reached 
+£27,000,000 or so. 

On the other hand the output of silver has 
been seriously checked, and it is reported 
that many mines have been closed, being 
unable to produce it at existing prices, an 
that others will follow suit, unless an improve- 
ment speedily takes place. Miners’ wages are 
high and constitute the chief cost of produc- 
tion, and being payable in gold form a 
fixed charge, while the produce of their labour 
brings less and less as the value of gol in- 
creases. 

Jt will thus be seen that the tendency of 
natural causes is to restore an equilibriam 
between the values of gold and silver. The 
high price of the former stimulates produc. 
tion, and this is happily seconded by the 
discovery of extensive gold-bearing strata of 
rocks in South Africa, which though they 
cannot pour out such rapid supplies as were 
furnished by the stream deposits of California 
and Australia, promise to yield a yearly in- 
creasing quantity for a long time to come, 
while from the above named causes the supply 
of silver should steadily decrease. If by these 
means, the former ratio in value of silver to 

cold should, fortunately, be reached, it may 

possible to change the standards, if desiv- 

able, making silver the measure of Yalue and 
gold a token. 

If, on the other hand, the policy of extend- 
ing the gold standard, and discarding silver 
be persisted in, it is impossible to estimate 
the deplorable’ consequences likely to follow 
in the near future ; for, it must be borne in 
mind, that, though as’ yet the purchasing 
power ofsilverdoesnot appear to have diminish- 
ed materially, if at all, exeept with respect to 
goli, the reasons why it has not done so are 
tuore or Jess obscure ; w portion of the largely 
increased output may have been absorbed in 
meeting some pre-existing requirements aut, 
if so, when these are satisfied, prices might, 
and probably would, he affected, the more 80, 
should the gold standard be extended to other 
countries, such as India, and the existing 
demand for silver from that country be our= 
tailed. In that case so many silver mines 
would be closed that we should soon hav 
short supply of that metal, and if, in the 
meantime, that of gold should have increased 
materially there would be another revulsion 
in prives—all articles going wp—and further 
disastrous complications in the exchanges be- 
tween the gold and silver standard countries,

THE SHANGHAI LOCAL POST 
OFFICE. 


We have received a copy of the new re- 
gulations of this office, which come into 
force on the Ist of next month, After 
mentioning the office hours, the ports 
jerved by the cflice are detatled, and they 
include all the treaty ports north of, and 
including, Swatow, with Nanking, Peking, 
Pagoda Anchorage, and Taku, Apparently 
the oftice will uot tuke letters for Chung- 
king or the Formosan ports ; whether this 
is an intentional omission we do not know, 























but as there is oostant direct com: 
munication from this by steamer with 
Tamaui vid Kelung, and the southern ports 





in Formosa are served by steamers from 
Atoy, Formosa might, it seems to us, 
have been included.

LIFE-SAVING IN CHINESE 
WATERS. 

There is a belief widely held among 
foreigners in China that it is contrary to a 
Chinaman’s superstitious principles for him 
to save a fellow-creature’s life from drown- 
ing. Sir Robert Hart las thought it de- 
sirable to collect from the trexty ports 
through the Commissioners of Customs 
what information was procurable as to the 
means now existing for the rescue of ship- 
wrecked persons and the protection of ship- 
wrecked property, answers being required 
to the following questions :— 

1,—Hare officials generally any special 
duties or instructions in conuection with 
wrecks? 

2.—Are any regulations published for 
general information ? 

.—What stations are supported for the 
performance uf the duties connected with 
the rescue of either life or property? 

4.—By whom and with what funds are 
they supported ? 

5.—OF what are they composed, plant 
and personnel ? 
































6.—Are there any statistios proourable 
respecting lives lost or saved, vessels res- 
cued or wrecked, property missing or re- 
covered, ete,? 

7.—How are rescuers rewarded and what 
rewards are on record ? 

‘The answere to these questions have 
been published in English and Chinese in 
one of the familiar yellow buoks, of which 
a copy has been sent us by the Statistical 
Department, and which is one of the most 
interesting Of the series. The behavivur 
of the Pescadores’ people Jast year proved 
that the belief above referrsd to was a 
fallacy, aud a perusil of this bock will 
show that throughout the Yangtze, from 
Chungking to the mouth, and on the 
Whangpu, and toa certain extent at Can- 
ton, there wre regularly maintained and well- 
equipped means for the saving of life from 
drowning. We have often heard the life 
boat stations on the Upper Yangize praised, 
and here we havea fall account of them with 
maps, There are no life-boats or life- 
saving stations on the coast of Chinn, but 
the general regulations for the protection 
of life and property in_caso of sripwreck, 
which were issued in 1876 and sunetioned 
by Imperial Decree, have been widely pro- 
miulgated at the maritime ports ; and the 
Commissioners are able to mention several 
instances in which the regulations have 
boon observed, and rewards paid for lives 
saved.

a logical measure. Mr. Carlisle is a decided 
advocate of tariff reductions, but his conser- 
vative temper and his intimate knowledge of 
the leading industries of the country will 
prevent hs urging avy advised action, A 
large reduction of revenue cannot take place 
without an increase in the national debt, and 
it will require careful study to so adjust certain 
duties as to bring in the desired revenue in 
@ manver consistent with the policy avowed 
in the recent, campaign. Reductions can be 
made which will increase the volume of 
importations 0 as to actually increase the 
customs receipts and in some cases, as in that 
of woollen goods, reduced prices and increased 
consumption are to prevent any dimi- 
nution in the demand for domestic goods, 
The entire problem will receive careful study 
by Mr. Carlisle. 

‘The Mills Bill will be followed in some par- 
the new Tariff Bill. ‘The 
new measure will be a complete enactment, 
covering all the schedules. ‘The McKinley 
law and all preceding tariff laws will be 
repealed, and the new Act will take its place

‘There will be some big cuts in the metal 
schedule, but they will not seriously affect 
American manufacturers. Certain kinds of 
trade machinery which have to be bought 
abroad will come in at lower rates and in- 
crease the facilities of our manufacturers, 
Iron ore will probably be made free of duty. 
‘There may be a little opposition to this from 
the Southern mining districts, hut most of 
the Southern representatives express no fear 
of the results of free iron upon their market, 
and believe that the effect would be limited to 
the seacoast, where the ocean freights would be 
less than the freights on American iron from 
interior points. ‘Tin plate is likely to be left 
atone cent per pound, as in the Bill which 
recently passed the House. A good many 
Democrats would be willing to see tin plate 
free of duty if the ‘Treasury could stand the 
loss of revenue. er lead ore will probably 
be made free of duty at once, unless leaving 
it upon the dutiable list puts our Governinent 
in a better position to treat for a reciprocity 
arrangement with the Mexican Republic. 
‘Manufactured articles which enter into 
daily consumption will be reduced in duty, 
and many chemicals will go upon the free 
list. ‘The need of revenue will keep articles 
of luxury, like liquors and laces, well up to 
their present rates, but articles which con- 
tribute to the comfort of people of moderate 
means will in many cases be reduced. The 
reduction will probably ue applied through 
almost the entire schedule of earthenware 
and glassware, for the rates fixed in 
the McKinley law were excessive and op- 
pressive, even upon the costly grades 
which might be classed as luxuries. Lumber 
will probably be made free of duty, 
cotton hosiery will be reduced _and the linen 
schedule remodelled.
